As far as passengers on Hamptons Subway are 
concerned, they might see; on any eastbound 
platform in the morning and any westbound 
platform in the afternoon, the rear car of certain 
subway trains filled with young men in red jump 
suits carrying power tools. Their jump suits will 
be clean in the morning, full of paint and sawdust 
in the afternoon. As they all do, the doors to 
these last cars will slide open and closed when 
the train stops at the stations along the way, but 
do not get on those prisoner cars as they are for 
the exclusive use of the Riverhead jail. Since they 
are “on good behavior,” there is no armed guard 
with a rifle with them. But if you see one of the 
prisoners get up and get off to the platform and 
it is not at Montauk or Riverhead, shove him 
back on.

IT’S NOT HPD, IT’S HBO 

Residents of the Southampton and East Hampton 
townships are battening down the hatches 
and staying off the streets in expectation of 
a chaotic evening while the entire Hamptons 
Police Department takes off to watch the Game 
of Thrones Season 8 premiere on HBO this 
Sunday. As of now, Hamptons Police spokesman 
Larry Hirsch says the Department has no plans to 
continue taking Sundays off for every episode of 
the season, “but our guys have worked very hard 
this year, especially in the absence of a proper 
R&R facility, which remains in the works.”

noted officers may make another exception for 
the series finale, “but it really depends on how 
the season goes.” 


COAL COULD STOP WINDMILL SCURVY (OR 
DEATH BY WINDMILL)? © 
Following powerful scientific evidence delivered 
in a White House memo, and at the behest 
of a special “Earth Force” team dispatched 
to the South Fork this week, the Hamptons 
Police Department is cordoning off all windmills 
between Southampton and Montauk. According 
to a presidential report, it’s likely the 100-plus- 
year-old mills have been blowing scurvy across 
Hamptons villages and hamlets for decades. 
“Each of our historic windmills is undergoing 
measures to encase the structures in plastic 
and create negative pressure so the scurvy will 
stop shooting out all over everyone,” HPD Chief 
Science Officer Ray Gruberbloch explains. “Until 
we figure out how to safely power them with coal 
and other fossil fuels, we cannot risk anything 
wind powered to negatively impact the health of 
this community.” 


Further, Gruberbloch says solar 
panels could contribute to leprosy and 
Spanish flu. 

“As many know, carbon is regularly used to 
filter impurities out of air and water, so it only 
stands to reason that the use of carbon-based 
fuels and products, and the smoke and gasses 
they often emit, would do wonders for cleaning 
our air and keeping carcinogenic free radicals and 
disease out of the environment,” Gruberbloch 
continues. 

The Pentagon’s elite Earth Force is overseeing 
operations on the ground, directing local police to 
erect scaffolds and catwalks and begin covering 
windmills with a newly sythesized scurvy- 
catching plastic. Gruberbloch is confident the 
project will do much to improve the lives of East 
Enders for generations to come. “I have great 
faith in these guys and their work with our local 
police,” he says. “There’s a reason their motto 
says, ‘Earth Force: Changing the Climate, One 
Molecule at a Time.” J

Is It True? Leaf Blower Noise Cancels East Hampton Airport Noise?

S unday afternoon, March 24, is going to live 
as the day in history when, at one amazing 
‘moment, the problems involving the horrific 
noise of landing airplanes and gasoline-driven 
leaf blowers were solved all at the same time. 
Theeventtook placeat 2:30in theafternoon. Out 
on Runway 32, an East Hampton Airport employee 
named Carlos Rodriguez was using a Makita 
backpack leaf blower to clear that runway of debris 
and leaves when a big Gulfstream V commercial 


jet hove into view over the trees at the outskirts. 


of the airport, intent on landing at the adjacent 
Runway 54. ~ 

Rodriguez, bent forward to blow the trash, was 
already experiencing teeth chattering from his 
70-decibel Makita when the thunderous noise 
of the Gulfstream grew louder and louder. He 
stopped what he was doing to get a good look 
into the windows of the Gulfstream to perhaps 
see what local dignitary might be on board when, 
quite suddenly, everything went silent. There was 
no sound at all. 

At first, he couldn’t believe it. This made no 
sense. Perhaps there was something wrong with 
his ears. But as the Gulfstream touched down 
and went past him, all of a sudden, when it got 


near the terminal, the two sounds returned with 
a roar. But what had happened? For nearly 20 
seconds, from the approach of the Gulfstream 
until it got a hundred yards past him, the sound 
of the Makita and the Gulfstream apparently had 
cancelled out each other. 

Carlos didn’t quite to know what to make of 
it. A helicopter landed with a terrible racket, 
and it and the Makita continued to fight with 
each other. Then a twin-engine Beechcraft came 
roaring in, and the sounds continued. A half- 
hour later, however, as he was almost finishing 
clearing the runway, another jet came over the 
trees. It wasn’t a Gulfstream. It was a big Learjet. 
And the same sudden drop to silence happened. 

With that, Carlos took the shoulder straps 
of the Makita off, turned it off, and ran to 
talk to Pedro Juarez, his foreman standing by 
their equipment truck. And soon after that, 
when Juarez confirmed that this was happening 
when a jet approached, they went to talk to the 
airport manager. 

Everyone knows by now what happened next. 
It took two days, but it was found that the noise 
made by the Makita EB76 Leaf Blower cancelled 
the sound made by any jet plane whenever one 
landed or took off. 

Further investigation during the next few days,

conducted by the airport staff, several teams from 
landscaping firms, the town police department, 
Harbor Audio and the town ordinance inspecting 
unit determined that four different gasoline- 
powered leaf blowers can cancel out the sound 
of all four of the different kinds of aircraft 
using East Hampton airport—the helicopters, 
the single-engine planes, the twin-engine planes 
and the jet planes, for a distance of a quarter 
mile in every direction. Each of the leaf blowers 
only cancels out the sound of one : ort of aircraft, 
not the other three. Furthermore, no other leaf 
blowers, except these particular four, do the job 
on any of the aircraft. 

The Poulan Pro 967087101—a 48 cc, 2 stroke 
machine with speeds up to 200 mph and a 
maximum air volume of 475 cfm—cancels out all 
helicopter hoise. 

The Trybilt TB4BP—4 cycle, 150 mph and 500 
cfm—cancels out all single-engine plane noise. 

The Husqvarna 350BT—2 stroke, 180 mph, 
7,500 rpm—cancels out all twin-engine plane 
noise. 

The Makita EB7660—4 stroke, 200 mph, 670 
fm leaf blower (the one that Carlos was using)— 
cancels out all jet plane noise. 

All you have to do is start one of them up when 
its particular sort of plane approaches. 


‘Monday - Thursday 9am - 8pm 
Friday & Saturday 9am - 9pm 
Sunday 12pm 6pm 
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At the airport, which suffers from aircraft noise 
as much as any other location, airport manager 
Frank Brody has now ordered all four of these 
leaf blowers, which will be in wooden racks— 
three in the terminal and one out on the tarmac— 
for use by the general public on a first come 
first served basis. Signs will be posted. STRAP 
ONE ON FOR SILENCE. And the names of the 
particular leaf blowers to match the particular 
aircraft approaching are indicated. There are also 
instructions on how to turn the leaf blowers on 
and off. 

“These 16 leaf blowers cost us about $7,000 for 
the lot,” Brody said. “They are money well spent. 
We want peace and quiet, just like everybody 
else.” 

When asked if he planned to have a set in the 
airport tower, he said no. “We're gonna tough 
it out.” 

It’s also a fact that with the sound silenced for 
these two types of machines for a hundred yards 
in every direction, there will be times that the 
airport tower is within that umbrella. 

Brody also points out that since the leaf blowers 
and the aircraft pair off exactly, the sound 
silenced is only those two machines—leaf 
blower and aircraft. So talk and instructions 
to board and welcome homes are heard 
clearly throughout. 

Tonight, at East Hampton Town Hall, which 
is after our deadline, there is to be a great 
town meeting about all this, and needless to 
say, tempers are short. The Town Board has 
determined that about 600 homes are within 
the quarter-mile umbrella of sound cancellation 


as the planes take off or come in, and so the 
residents of these homes can achieve full aircraft 
and leaf-blower relief if they have a wooden 
rack on the premises with the four leaf blowers 
available for use. 

At the town board meeting tonight, there 
is a proposition on the table that all of these 
600 homes be equipped with these leaf blower 
racks, paid for by the town. The cost would 
be $1.1 million, a onetime expense out of 
town taxes. 

“It’s the least we can do for all the long-suffering 
residents in that area,” said Town Commissioner 
Felix Match. 

Already, here at 5 p.m., we can report from 
the parking lot what certain people intend to 
say about this matter. The folks are already 
streaming in to get a seat. 

So we can report on that. 

“This is blatantly unfair,” said Mitchell 
Tomlinson, who lives on Three Mile Harbor 
Road, four miles from the airport. “Why should I 
pay for those other people? They knew when they 
were building their houses, there was an airport 
there. It was no surprise.” 

“T think the town should buy us two racks,” said 
Barbara Stone, who lives near the airport. “One 
indoor and one out. You never know where you 
are when you see a plane approaching.” 

“Will these racks have locks on them?” asked 
William McCallister, a teacher from the Springs 
School. “These are not toys. We have to protect 
our children.” 

A man in a suit and tie who said he was from 
the Federal Aviation Agency walked toward Town 


Hall. “This will have to be approved by the FAA,” 
he said. 

“Some of the people in these homes will need 
an aide to operate these leaf blowers,” said Ben 
Massa of the AARP, who said he drove all the way 
from Islip for this meeting. 

“These leaf blowers should be in every home 
in town,” said summer person Juliette Rockwell, 
“paid for by the FAA. We get an occasional low- 
flying plane down at the beach.” 

“I am totally against leaf blowers in this town,” 
said Frederick Hamburg. 

“But you won’t hear them when a plane comes 
over,” his son said. 

“There should be a study done with every 
leaf blower ever made,” said Joyce Millrose, 
who described herself as a former engineer 
for Grumman. “Surely there is one that will 
work on all aircraft. I suggest the town hold off 
until that is done. It would save three quarters 
the cost.” 

“The town shouldn’t pay for anything,” said 
artist Harriet Pumpernickle. “But they should 
commission a statue to be made of Carlos 
Rodriguez for the front lawn of Town Hall. This 
is his contribution.” 

“I don’t think it should be allowed to point any 
leaf blower at an aircraft arriving or departing,” 
said Wayne Summers, who described himself as 
an aircraft owner. 

“Is it true that Christie Brinkley is coming to 
the meeting tonight?” Janet Welke, who works at 
a florist shop, asked. 

We said we didn’t know the answer to either of 
these questions.

A= weeks ago, I wrote about a box that 
ell off the back of a truck on Newtown 
Lane in East Hampton that contained potentially 
compromising banking depositor information 
at the local branch of Capital One Bank. The 
truck was from a company that does document 
shredding. As it pulled away, the back door 
flew open and out the box came. A local traffic 
policeman saw the box fall out and called it to 
the attention of a bank official, who retrieved it 
and later got it onto the back of another shredder 
truck, since the first one was long gone. 

A letter went out to depositors. No harm done, 
nobody saw anything, but nevertheless they were 
offering free financial monitoring for a year from 
each of the three credit score services. I imagine 
many depositors took the bank up on it. There’s a 
lot of banking activity on Newtown Lane. In that

single block, there are three separate banks. 

Also on Newtown Lane is a UPS store that 
has turned out to be the mailing address for a 
company called Greystone Website Management 
Company, run by an East Hampton man named 
Randall Crater. Crater listed the address for this 
company as 81 Newtown Lane. That’s the UPS 
store. Anyone with $120 can buy a mailbox at 
UPS for one year. Crater also reportedly had an 
address at another property in East Hampton, a 
house on Diane Drive. 

All of this is important because Randall Carter 
is also the founder and principal operator of My 
Big Coin Pay Inc.—which was promoted as a 
worldwide online cryptocurrency operation—and 
has been arrested and charged in Florida with 
running an illegal financial scheme. There are 
four counts of wire fraud and three of unlawful 
monetary transactions, and the indictment says 
he took in $6 million duping citizens between

2014 and January 2017. This is according to the 
U.S. Commodity Futures Trading Commission— 
the CFTC—which filed a complaint against him in 
Massachusetts. 

A photo of Mr. Crater found on one of his 
social media sites shows him standing in front 
of a giant statue that resembles the Wall Street 
bull, looking out at the camera, looking very 
trustworthy. He wears a suit. His hair is a little 
out of place. He has a growth of beard. 

According to the indictment, Mr. Crater, who 
is 48 years old, has taken in money from at least 
28 different customers seeking to take advantage 
of what My Big Coin supposedly had to offer. 
He reached out to them directly. According to 
Reuters, the complaint says he sent an email to 
one of his customers on January 28, 2015, reading, 
“we have 300 million in gold backing us.” It also 
alleges some of his other claims include that his 


company had a deal with Mastercard—buy My 
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Big Coin currency, get the card and be able 
to buy things with it—or that people 

would be able to get cash in 
exchange for coins, none of 
which is true. Some people 
were asking if My Big Coin 
could become a challenger to 
PayPal. 

However, according to the 
popular Wall Street site 
One More Cup of Coffee, 
the amount the company 
took in never got large 
enough for Crater or his 
associates (Mark Gillespie, 
John Roche and Michael Krueger, 
all of whom the CFTC also filed 
civil charges against, according to 
the U.S. Attorney’s office) to begin 
a Ponzi scheme, if they had chosen to do so. 
This reminded me, of course, of Bernie Madoffs 
scheme that bilked people out of $50 billion. 
Madoff also had a residence in Montauk, though 
his office was in Manhattan, not Newtown Lane. 
_ A British financial website called the Register, 
on the other hand, refers to a 2018 court filing in 
Massachusetts and says that it was effectively a 
Ponzi scheme and that though some money was, 
according to court filings, spent on artwork and 
jewelry, other monies were sent off to My Big 
Coin investors as “earnings” payouts. 

The U.S. District Court filing on February 26 
of this year in Massachusetts lists several places 
where Crater is said to have spent his supposed 
ill-gotten gains in these parts. I’ve looked at the 
paperwork. “Overthecourseofthescheme,” it says,

had also been spending at 
Southampton’s Lord and Guy, LLC auction 
house, the filing says, where he did buy a “rare 
stone” in 2014 for “approximately $87,008” and 
overall “spent more than $500,000 in investor 
funds.” 

According to One More Cup of Coffee, a 
number of things seemed odd. My Big Coin had 
been a loud and prominent operation on social 
media, and that was often the work of outfits on 
the up and up, but—and this alerted investors 
that things weren’t quite right (which led to the 


investigation, I imagine)— 
My Big Coin was not listed 
. on CoinMarketCap, and 
“Snes they did not have the 
> proper licenses to conduct 
their cryptocurrency 
business. Meanwhile, 
at the time One 
More Cup of 

Coffee wrote 

about them 
last year, 
the posted 
> price of My Big 

Coin had showed 

a sort of stall and 

no improvement. 

(My Big Coin brings to 

mind OneCoin, a cryptocurrency 

operation that was based in Bulgaria. It 

offered promises of, among other things, big 

returns with little risk, and ultimately turned out 

to be a “fraudulent pyramid scheme,” the FBI 

said.) As a result of these and other factors, One 

More Cup of Coffee advised that investors not to 
buy My Big Coin. 

About eight years ago, a Dan’s Papers 
reporter wrote about a thrown-out ATM receipt 
supposedly found left behind at Capital One bank 
that showed “available balance” in the customer’s 
checking account to be $100 million. 

There’s big financial doings on Newtown Lane 
in East Hampton. What, exactly, is not yet clear.

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Go Killer Bees!

M arch Madness is just winding down as I 
write this, and I am not talking college 
basketball so much as local high school basketball. 

All eyes here in the Hamptons, of course, 
have been on the Bridgehampton School, whose 
team has won nine state championships, in the 
40 years that state championship games have 
been offered. 

The last one they won was in 2015. When they 
win one, practically the entire town assembles 
on the front lawn of the school at two in the 
morning, to cheer the school bus bearing the 
players home from Glen Falls or whatever other 
upstate arena where the finals are played. The 
fuss made over these wins is largely because 
the school is quite small and the players often 
compete with schools that have three times the 
enrollment and thus are able to bring to the court 
a team with a considerable height advantage. But 
Bridgehampton wins anyway. 

This year’s Bridgehampton Killer Bees did not 
go undefeated on the East End. Indeed, they 
wound up with 17 wins and 8 losses. In particular, 
they could not beat Greenport in two separate 
tries during the season. The second of these was 
a 110 to 80 loss. It is rare that a team scores more 
than 100 points in high school basketball. But 
then, Greenport had won 19 games in a row. 

The thing was that for the Killer Bees, when 
they got to the Suffolk County Class CD game 
after the regular season, their opponent was, 
once again, for the third time, Greenport. If 
they lost that game, they’d be done. But if they 
won, they would be able to go on to the County 


The Bridgehampton Basketball Team Trie 
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Championships, then go on to fight to win the 
Regional Championships and finally the State 
Championships. But they had to play Greenport. 

The game was played at William Floyd High 
School. Greenport was a taller team from a school 
with a larger class enrollment. It should be tough. 
It should be said that the Killer Bees are known, 
as their name would suggest, as:a team that plays 
in a relentless swarm. It worked for the bees. And 
it worked for the Killer Bees. 

It turned out to be a thrilling game. The team 
traded scores until a three-pointer by Elijah 
White put Bridgehampton in front 26-24. After 
that, Bridgehampton slowly increased its lead. In 
the fourth quarter, however, with Bridgehampton 
in front 68—54, Greenport came roaring back. 

With with just. 17.4 seconds left to play 
Greenport’s Jaxan Swann hit a three-pointer to 
tie the score at 85-85, and the crowd was on its 
feet. It would be a terrific ending. In just those 
last few seconds, Killer Bee Nae’jon Ward raced 
down the court and threw a running one hander 
for the score. Now there were just 1.3 seconds 
to go. Greenport threw the ball inbounds, a wild 
Hail Mary shot was thrown but missed, and it 
was over. Where it counted, the Killer Bees won 
and moved on. 

Many people in town talked about this 
remarkable win, predicting that it was not likely 
to continue for long, so there were fingers crossed. 


- But then the Killer Bees upset Academy Charter 


63-61 on the first day of March, and were the 
Class D Champions of Long Island. And off 
they went to the Regional Championships upstate 
in Binghamton. 

Their opponent in the Regional Semi-Finals 


s for Its 10th State Championship 


Bridgehampton School Dist 


was Roscoe Central, a small high school about 
their size from the Catskills, north of Liberty and 
Monticello. It was a mismatch. The Killer Bees 
breezed by Roscoe Central 59-29. 

Next came Marathon, a team from a high 
school located in Cortland County, about 40 
miles south of Syracuse. The winner of this scrap 
would win the State Semifinal and move on to the 
Finals. Were the Killer Bees up to it? 

Killer Bees coach Ron White never looks at 
things other than the game itself, but here the 
time the game was scheduled jumped right out 
at him. The game would take place at 7:45 p.m. 
Sunday in Binghamton, which would mean the 
long five-and-a-half-hour bus ride home and 
then little sleep before classes the next day. 
Marathon only had an hour drive. He kept all this 
to himself, but representatives from the school 
did phone the organizers of the tournament 
asking the time be changed. It was not. It was 
what it was. 

The two teams played pretty much evenly 
through three quarters, with Marathon making 
a little spurt into the lead with a seven-point 
charge by Diego Castellot. It was 51-45. The 
clock clicked slowly down in the fourth, and the 
Killer Bees Nae’jon Ward and J.P. Harding got 
the team to within one point at 58-57, but the 
Bees were simply unable to budge into the lead. 
Final score: Marathon 63, Bridgehampton 57. 
And it was over. 

I should report that the Greenport Porters 
did make it into the Semifinals for the State 
Championship Class C, a class for bigger schools, 
but wound up losing. 

And now we wait until next year.

Roger Rosenblatt’s Writing Life Explored at Bay Street Theater 


oger Rosenblatt doesn’t hesitate when asked where 

he found the inspiration for his new one-man 
show. “Boredom!” he exclaims, tongue planted firmly 
in cheek. He will perform his latest project, Lives in the 
Basement, Does Nothing—A Writing Life, at Bay Street 
Theater and Sag Harbor Center for the Arts on April 
26 and 27. After discussing the show with Rosenblatt, 
one thing is certain—there’s nothing boring about his 
“writing life.” 

“It’s about the ‘writing life,’ and it’s half-funny and 
half-serious, because I’m generally funny but the 
stuff is serious,” Rosenblatt explains. “I love the life 
and I love writing. I love one-man shows.” Lives in 
the Basement is about two of Rosenblatt’s lifelong 


passions: writing and music. The author will explore 
what it means for him to be a writer, as well as play the 
piano and sing, which he has practiced since childhood. 
“Deciding to go on the edge a bit, I thought I’d go on 
piano and sing a bit and talk about jazz and writing,” 
Rosenblatt says, noting that “I don’t read music, but 
I’ve played since I was three or four years old. I drove 
music teachers crazy—they’d run out of my house 
screaming.” Rosenblatt is both excited and nervous to 


perform for the audience. “I play by ear,” he says. “I’ve 


never played in public before and I thought, why not? 
But I wanted to connect the music with writing. That’s 
what this show is. It’s about the connection between 
music and writing, and improvisation. And there’s a

piano in the middle of the stage, and I talk about one 
or another aspect of writing, narrative, the process, the 
wonders of writing.” 

Despite being a one-man show, Rosenblatt will 
have a guest at each performance. “Forty minutes 
into the play—I’ve never seen this done before—I 
asked two friends, Amy Hempel [on Friday] and Alice 
McDermott for Saturday night to come up and talk 
to me onstage for a few minutes,” Rosenblatt reveals. 
“We will not prepare anything and I don’t know what’s 
going to happen.” Hempel and McDermott are both 
celebrated writers in their own right and have different 
backgrounds, so each night will be unique. 

In addition to Lives in the Basement, Rosenblatt 
teaches writing at Stony Brook Southampton. One 
of the courses he is most passionate about revolves 
around students discovering and writing stories that 
come from themselves. “The course is based on the 
premise that the writer writes about their own life,” 
Rosenblatt explains. “James Joyce himself is reflected 
in Finnegans Wake, if you can find it. Let’s look at 
your life and find the story you want to tell. They love 


_it; I’m taking their lives very seriously. The difference 
- ‘between writing teachers and every other course is that 


we're interested in [students’] lives. You'll always be 
mining it to see, is it the complete story? It’s more fun 
than any course I’ve ever done.” 

Rosenblatt also has a film in the works, based on his 
first novel, Lapham Rising, for which he also wrote the 
screenplay. Lapham Rising marked a turning point in 
Rosenblatt’s creative career. “For years I put it off,” he 
says of his foray into fiction. “I was first in academia, 
then journalism, and never had the courage to say I 
wanted to write creatively. In 2003, we were at the 
summer Writers Conference and I listened to Margaret 
Atwood and E.L. Doctorow, and they were wonderful. 
They'd been doing what they wanted to do their whole 
lives.” Lapham Rising was a success and the film 
will shoot this year, starring Frank Langella, Kiernan 
Shipka and Bobby Cannavale. 

For a show with so many moving parts—piano, 
onstage guests—Rosenblatt has a simple wish 
for audiences who see Lives in the Basement, 
Does Nothing—A Writing Life. “I hope they like 
the show because I have to practice every day. It 
ain’t easy!” 8.

The series was a sensation, and Lundengard, who grew 
up in the small Swedish town of Borlange, was featured 
on the covers of many Swedish magazines. Today, she 
lives in Sag Harbor. 


What made you decide to be on a reality 
TV program? 

It was very intriguing to me to think about living 
on an island outside Malaysia with no access to any 
kind of normalcy. It almost felt like going back in 
time—to fish when you need to eat, to sleep under 
the sky, to walk around the palm trees to be private. 
Seemed magical.

Before Expedition Robinson, I had held just about 
every job possible in Sweden. A few years after the 
program aired in 1997, I decided to move to the 
States from Sweden to become an actor. I quickly 
realized that you have to give up everything, and then 
some, so I decided to change gears. 


How did you wind up in the Hamptons? 

I was working at Vanity Fair magazine and became 
pregnant. I wanted to make the right decision for my 
newborn, so to be part of nature, ocean and fresh air 
was the right move to make.
